Line of Inquiry 
Report Vouth Died

CHICAGO, July 9 (UP)— 
Coroner Walter E. McCarron 
indicated. today that somebody 
injected a possibly fatal dose of 
morphine into the arms of Mont- 
gomery Ward Thorne shortly 


before the young mail-order heir 
died in agony June 19. 


The new line of investigation | 


was touched off yesterday by a 
report from coroner’s physician 
Dr. Harry Leon that Thorne 
died “in agony” of suffocation 
induced by a lethal combina- 


tien of mophine, alcohol and star 


barbituates. 

Thorne, 20-year-old heir to a 
$1,300,000 mail-order fortune, 
was found dead sprawled across 
the bed in his small hot studio 
apartment after his landlord 
forced open a locked door. 

Evidence of Party. 

There was evidence of @ sex 
and narcotics party in the room. 
One piece of the evidence — 
an im hypodermic 
dle found taped to a closet — 


ing. 

Dr. Leon said he was con- 
vinced Thorne would have been 
no more able to hide the needle 
after the morphine was admin- 
istered “than a man who had 
just been shot in the head.” He 
added it would have been “abso- 
lutely a physical impossibility” 
for Thorne to “administer two 
shots in each arm in the veins in 
perfect straight lines without 
being perfectly ambidextrous.” 

Evidence of such shots were 
found on Thorne’s arm. McCar- 
ron said “it appears from the 
physician's report that a second 
party, expert with a needle, may 
have administered drugs into 
=< veins of Thorne before he 


The coroner said Thorne died 
“by undue means” and “there is 
definitely something wrong in 
this case.”
